Attempt to l.jmil tUe ."Murderer, but 


He Escapes 
-Tlie Mob Become

tic nnd Sack tne "Argns" Office. 


Mekced (Cal.), December 
Bth. -The 


town is all excitement, in consequence 
of the shooting 
of Edward 
Madden, 


editor of the Tribune, by Harry Gran- 
ice, 
yesterday. 
Last 
night crowds 


gathered 
on the street, 
who meant to 


deal summarily with the murderer, 
but the Sheriff, anticipating the con- 
dition 
of affairs, 
had 
removed 
the 
prisoner 
to Hoffman's 
Ranch, 
one 
mile from town, in charge of two res- 
ponsible 
sub-officers. 
The 
people 
found out that the prisoner had uuen 
removed. 
About 
9 o'clock 
informa- 
tion reached 
them as to his where- 
abouts. 
The mob mounted 
on 
mus- 
tangs, 
went out tohisplace of conceal- 
ment 
and 
demanded 
him of the 


officers. 
One of the officers was in 
bed with him and had him handcuffed, 
one of the cuffs being 
placed upon his 


own 
person, 
to guard 
against 
any 
possible 
escape. 
The two got out of 
bed and ran out ofdoors into the night. 
It seems that the prisoner here made 
his escape. 
Reports 
tire numerous 
as 
to how ho made his escape. 
All the 
officer*! are now in search. 
The town 
is full of parties who have come from 
abroad to learn the particulars of the 
tragedy. 


Last 
night the mother of the de- 


ceased arrived, and the remains were 
taken to Stockton 
to-day, where they 
will be interred iv the family lot. 
A 


great many 
accompanied 
the cortege 
from here. 


The crowd went and broke into the 
jail after 
the prisoner 
had 
been 
re- 
moved. 
They then went to the Argue 


office and upset things generally, iho 
office looks like a wreck this morning. 
It seems that Steele made a bill of sale 
of the 
property

Wigginton, the 
banker here, who held a mortgage of 
$2,500 on it at the time of the affray. 
Madden 
was 
universally esteemed. 
He was unarmed.

Asmall farm propeely cultivated,with 
a few fruit trees, growing from year to 
year, willsoon net a wonderful profit 
from its fruit alone. 
In Southern 
Cal- 


ifornia the walnut crop 
is becoming 


very lucrative. 
Chestnut 
trees

growing there also, and will soon be 
bearing. 
It does 
not require 20,000

Persimmons 


uro already living made 
profitable in 


that 
part 
of 
tho 
State. 
Tho 
soft- 


shelled almond, the olive, pomegran- 
ite and nectarine, aro each worth pro- 
ducing if properly cultivated. 
Small 


farms secure 
a thrifty settled section, 


where 
Churches 
and Bchools 
can be 


built, organized and 
enjoyed. 
Large 


farms are 
obstacles to this great con- 


sideration. 
It is to be regretted that 


such 
a large proportion 
of our best 


agricultural resources 
aro really use- 


less. 
What a revenue 
to the industry 


and wealth of the State 
and tho sev- 


eral counties would be secured ifsome 
inducement could 
be made 
to those 


who are "livingfrom band to mouth" 
to take up these 
valuable 
little spots 


and make homes for themselves?per- 
manent, 
happy 
homos! 
The great 


success of the Western States,its rapid 
improvement and 
large laboring citi- 


zenship, 
lies in tlie fact that 
they 


could 
offer to the immigrant 
small 


farms of 40, GO or 100 acres. 
A man of 


small means could purchase 
a farm, 


stock it, plant it, and get a good start 
toward independence 
and wealth in a 


few years. 


Here we can 
produce two crops an- 


nually, in some 
localities of certain 


fruits. 
We have no long, cold Win- 


ters to stop work in; but, from Janu- 
ary to January, 
a man can 
find his 


timeprofitably employtd on his farm.

for 820 to $50 per acre, 
is something 


they cannot 
comprehend. 
And yet 


the reason 
why there should be such a 


difference 
is plain.

there are the 
COM lands

and Los Nietos, which yield U0 to I*o 
bushels per acre. 


This does seem to be an extravagant

land and stock 
to be $800. 
The total 


outlay required 
for the first year ag- 


gregates, 
with an allowance 
of $100 


for incidental expenses, 
$1,400. 
In at 


lease six years from the time of plant- 
ing the trees will commence 
bearing, 


producing a crop sufficiently large to 
pay current expenses. 
The total 
in- 


vestment 
up to that date, 
including 


cost of water, etc., will have amounted 
to, say, $0,000. 


Two years 
later trees willyield a 


crop worth, at present 
prices, $10 per 


tree, or $500 per. acrei 
thus paying off 


the entire principal. 
In the following 


year an increase 
of one-half may 
be 


expected in the crop, thus giving the 
owner the handsome 
return of $7,500
